REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Hopkinton: 
I herewith submit my eighth annual report as super- 
intendent of Hopkinton schools. 


STATISTICS 


Number of different pupils registered during the year 
1920-21 was 248. Boys, 131. Girls, 117. 

Number in the Senior High School, 44. 

Number in the Junior High School, 24. 

Number in the Elementary Schools, 180. 

Average membership for year, 212. 

Average daily attendance, 194. 

Per cent. of attendance, 91.5. 

Number of visits by the superintendent, 204. 

Whole number of children enumerated between 5 years 
of age or older and under 16 in September 1921, was 249. 
Boys, 124. Girls 125. 

Whole number of pupils registered in local schools 
September 30, 1921, was 238. 

Whole number resident children accounted for in 
school and out, 267. 

Number of regular teachers now employed, 15. 


GENERAL CONDITIONS. 


Hopkinton has twelve schools, four of which are 
distinctively rural. In these four rural schools are en- 
rolled 37 children. The classes seldom have over three 
pupils in them, and many of them, but one. Competition 
and incentive are practically wanting. The need of 
exertion to accomplish school work is not realized. A 
habit of slow mentality is develped, which means retard- 
ation in grades. The teacher that will consider taking 
a school of this kind now-a-days is almost invariably one 
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without experienice. The prospect of any better con- 
ditions for rural schools is not bright. It would be far 
better for the children of Hopkinton if there were three 
central schools; one at Hopkinton Village, one at West 
Hopkinton and one at Contoocook. The country has 
hoped for improvement in rural community conditions 
that would make our rural neighborhood as populous, and 
the rural school as popular as they once were. The West 
is centralizing its schools. The East is rapidly followng 
their example. Actual conditions in New Hampshire are 
compelling us to do the same. Sooner or later we shall 
do it here in Hopkinton. ' It should not be done, however, 
until provision can be made for suitable transportation. 
By suitable transporation, I mean a vehicle that is com- 
fortable and safe to ride'in; one that in stormy weather 
and winter weather, affords protection and heat to the 
ehild. Such vehicles are made today purposely for 
transportation. The first cost might seem prohibitive, 
but if looked at from the standpoint of business—ultimate 
purpose and results—the cost would be justifiable. 

I discuss this matter at such length, first, because the 
most unsatisfactory conditions in our school system are in 
the rural schools, and will continue to be, until parents 
come to fully realize the difference in rural conditions 
now and in their day, and the difficulty of securing any 
teacher, experienced or inexperienced, to take one of 
these schools. Second, because it is a matter that 
demands some thought and I desire to stimulate that 
thought. 

Some teachers have proven unsatisfactory, and one 
after having been given more than a fair chance, as it 
seems to me, was removed. It may be necessary to re- 
move others. These things are regrettable, and at the 
present time especially so, because of the difficulty in 
filling the places with anyone you have reason to feel will 
be any better. 


The attendance in the rural schools has been unusually 
good, especially for the winter term. The teachers in 
these outside schools, deserve much praise. and credit for 
their faithfulness in doing all they can for the boys and 
cirls under their care—all that they will let them do 
usually—and that too under many disadvantages. 


HIGH SCHOOL 


The high school, including junior high, is a joy to talk 
about. The existing cooperation and harmony among the 
teachers, not only in the high school but throughout the 
building, is evidenced by the splendid interest taken in 
the progress and success of each other’s work. The 
interests and sucesses of one teacher is a real pleasure 
to the others. There seems to be a friendly rivalry to 
outdo each other in class work. There is a working 
together for the success of the whole school, not for any 
particular department or individual. This feeling of 
mutual interests has permeated the student body, too. 
All realize that they are in an atmosphere of good fellow- 
ship and helpfulness. The morale of the school is ideal. 
The work being done is of high order and engaged in by 
both teachers and pupils with real scholarly interest. 

The organiztion of the school both from its scholastic 
and athletic activities is excellent, and I feel that in Prin. 
Darling we have the right man. 

The school is fortunate in having been able to retain 
this year Mr. and Mrs. Thompson, Miss Bunker and Miss 
Gillngham who with Mr, Darling make an ideal working 
team. There are 49 in the senior high school, 21 in Latin 

Course, 16 in Domestic Arts, 12 in Agriculture. 

It may be interesting and instructive to have a few 
statistics relative to the graduates of the school from the 
first class in 1904 to the last class n 1921, and to know the 
number of these who have gone to college or some other 
post-graduate school Through the efforts of Miss Alice 
Peaslee of the class of 1907, the names of all graduates, 
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the year of graduation and the post-graduate school at- 
tended has been listed and arranged in very convenient 
form for reference. I think that sometime this entire 
data should be in printed form in the town report, as a 
means of preserving the record It is from this data 
of Miss Peaslee’s that I take the following: The whole 
number of graduates has been 143. Of this number, 36 
or more than one-fourth, have gone to six different 
colleges, viz: Darthmouth, Bates, Rutgers, Middlebury, 
Boston University, and New Hampshire State. 12 have 
gone to four Normal Schools. 10 have taken advanced 
work in other schools, like Business Colleges, ete. 58 in 
all, or over 40 per cent. after graduation, have continued 
school work in post-graduate schools of some kind. This 
is a large percentage from a small high school; a good 
record. 

All the schools in the high school building are to be 
commended for their excellent work to date; all the 
teachers for their live interest in their work and their 
cooperation with other teachers for the general good. 


REPAIRS 


The repairs for this year, outside the high school 
building are but minor ones. In the high school building 
the basements need considerable attention. The present 
arrangement is not sanitary and the need there of more 
modern equipment and fixtures is evident. I recommend 
a complete remodeling of the basements 

The ceiling of the Perkins Room should be made safe. 
I do not consider it so now. 

There is imperative need of making suitable provision . 
for the Primary grades. There have been enrolled in 
these grades this year 35, an they are in a room not large 
enough for 18, with no provision for ventilation, other 


than the windows. This condition ought not to exist 
another year. 
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I hope that, sometime in the near future, the pupils of 
the high school will realize the pleasure of having their 
room equipped with movable adjustable chair-desks as 
recommended in my report of 1916, not only for the 
comfort afforded by them as seats, but also for making 
posssible a suitable room for their social activities. 


CONCLUSION 


Notwithstanding little and big troubles here and there, 
in the school system, the year promises, upon a whole, 
to be one of unusual satisfaction in its good results The 
same perfect cooperation and mutual understanding 
that has always existed between the Board and present 
superintendent, still exists, and because of it, in no small 
degree is the secret of good school conditions usually 
prevailing in Hopkinton schools.

Report of Hopkinton High School 


September, 1921—February, 1922. 


The school year opened with a program of studies and 
a weekly schedule carefully planned to fulfill in detail 
the state requirements for the instructional side of the 
school work. This program and schedule has been: ap- 
proved by the state and seems to be working successfully 
in getting maximum efficiency out of school hours. A 
normal distribution of ranks seems to indicate that 
teachers and pupils are working in successful cooperation 
and mastering the material required in the various 
courses. A special attempt is being made to correlate the 
English courses in the school due to the importance of 
English as a cultural study and also as one of the most 
vital college entrance requirements. 

The Hopkinton High School Literary Society has been 
revived and once each week has given a prepared pro- 
gram consisting chiefly of current topics, debates or 
musical selections. A change of officers each month 
aims to give many pupils experience in parliamentary 
procedure. 

‘‘The Parrot’’ or school paper has been started again 
to encourage good written expression on the part of the 
students. A box is at hand in the school room in which 
to drop written material, the best of which the editors 
select and put in their papers which they read two or 
three times each week at the opening exercises. The 
reading takes the place of printing which the school 
cannot afford. 

Every Friday we have a Cultural Period gained by 
shortening the other periods five minutes each. During 
this perid the pupils read books from the reference 
shelves according to their choice for the purpose of stim- 
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ulating a love for reading. Some weeks this period has 
been devoted to stereopticon lectures on instructive sub- 
jects and this means of acquiring general knowledge by 
visual training has proved very popular with the 
students. 


Believing that personal contact and a true acquain- 
tance with each pupil is vital to the welfare of both 
teachers and pupils and, thus, to the school as a whole, 
I have instituted a Welfare Period. I devote one of my 
spare periods each day to personal interviews with my 
pupils, having the following aims in view: to discuss 
their school work; to acquire information which may 
help to serve them more efficiently; to get better ac- 
quainted with their personalities, their likes and dislikes ; 
and to aid them as much as possible in vocational 
guidance and to stimulate their ambitions. I cannot say 
enough to express my real interest and belief in such 
work. I believe too many of our public schools lack the 
so-called ‘‘personal touch’’. JI should like to see the 
Hopkinton High School build up a vocational library 
where pupils could find books about the existing possi- 
bilities in the different proffessions of life; I should like 
to interest some local club in furnishing scholarships to 
higher institutions of learning for worthy pupils; and I 
should lke to establish a small employment bureau to 
find work for pupils during the summer so that they 
might save money for further education and possibly to 
find positions for capable pupils after graduation. What 
little suecess I have had already from the Welfare 
Periods has well repaid me for the time and effort given. 
Indirectly, I believe such a method greatly decreases the 
problems of discipline and school administration. 


The outside activities of the school are the school 
orchestra, the boys’ baseball and basketball, the Girls’ 
Athletic Association and the Boy Scouts. The orchestra 
has nine members and its aim is chiefly to create enough 
interest in music to encourage pupils to practise rather 
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than for public exhibition. The aim of the boys’ athletics 
is to teach fair play and clean sportmanship rather than 
an idea of victory regardless of method. We have so far 
defeated Henniker High School twice and Davisville once. 
The Girls’ Athletic Association aims to give the girls 
physical training. The Boy Scouts have the well-known 
aims involved in their national organization and we hope 
to keep nature study especially in the foreground. Much 
interest has been evinced in all these outside activities 
and progress has been marked along the various lines. 

Practise in dramatics has been given to the Juniors who 
gave ‘‘Christmas at Finnegan’s Flat’’ and the Seniors 
have just started work on ‘‘Mary’s Millions’’. 

One other thing remains to be mentioned. I have heard 
the criticism expressed that ‘‘the public school fails to 
put any polish on a pupil as a private school does’’. In 
other words, that a pupil of the public school comes out 
as erude in manners as when he entered. I have found 
an excuse to talk manners by readng from a very tactful 
little book called ‘‘Manners and Conduct’’, published by 
Allyn and Bacon Co. I find the pupils eager to listen to 
‘such discussion and many have borrowed the book from 
me to read for their own good. 

Believing that these few facts show certain progress 
-and offer boundless fields for endeavor, I respectfully 
submit this report.
